The motion for a now trial of Mayor 
John L Dnvall of Indianapolis will be 
argued before special Judge f'assins 
C. Shirley October 8. 


Judge Shirley set ihis date today 


when Dnvall's attorneys asked Hint 
the verdict lie set aside. Thus, al- 
though convicted of violating the 
corrupt practices ai;-f, sentenced 
to 


thirty days in jail, fined $1.000 and 
disfranchised, Dnvall will bold 
hi 


office at least until thai date. 


While the motion was being pre- 


sented <o pave the way for jin ap- 
peal to flic Indiana supreme court, 
Mayor Dnvall sat in 1lie same irhair 
where be heard 1he verdict last 
night, staring moodily at the wall. 


"I will not resign and T will fight 


to the end any attempt 
1o unseat 


me," Dnvall declared in his only 
public pronouncement since the trial 
ended. 


The delay in .presenting and argu- 


ing the motion for a new trial was 
agreed upon at the request of attor- 
neys for Dnvall who said they need- 
ed :il least two weeks to sift the evi- 
dence and prepare 
1be 
necessary 


panel's. 


It is expected flic sentence will lie 


pronounced by .Twice -Shirley on Dn- 
vall at fhe same time that the mo- 
tion for a new trial is formally filed. 


Moan while, Dnvall will bo permit- 


ted to remain at liberty on his .'iwn 
recognizance. 


Dnvall had faced trial on a charge 


of bartering municipal appointments 
before bis election in return 
for 


$1-4,500 from William TT. Armilagc, 
former gambler and political power 
in Indianapolis. Tie 
denied 
the 


charge. 


Opposing counsel were to argue 


before Judge Cassius C. Shirley to- 
day the question of whether 
the 


'jur}t'"s disfarncbil-iPimcnt1. of Dnvall 
automatically ended 
the 
mayor's 


term of .office,'which began Jan. 1, 
1020. 


Counsel for the convicted mayor 


also planned to flic motion for 
a 


new trial, and failing in that, to 
anneal the verdict of guilty and the 
triple penalty of jail sentence, fine 
and disfrancbisement. 


Conviction of Dnvall was reported 


by the jury three hours after Pros- 
ecuting Attorney William II. 
Remy 


delivered an impassioned plea

"break up these strong forces of 
evil which dominate and control all 
political activifv in this slate."

the Queensbury rules. He said ha 
could have been on "'his feet at tin- 
count of four—about seven or eight 
seconds after the knockdown. Tnn- 
ney's version is that he looked" to- 
ward his handlers and they motion- 
ed him to stay down and rest. 


Perhaps he could have been up 


sooner. But to most of the observers 
it appeared that Timney arose .when 
he did only with great diffieutly. 


Leo Flynn, manager of the chal- 


lenger, claimed a stop watch in the 
Dempsey corner showed 15 seconds 
from the knockdown to the 
last 


second of the count. It was actually 
three seconds before Dempsey got 
to a neutral corner and the referee

At that 
time 


charges of corruption in Indiana and 
Indianapolis politics had been made 
and a Marion county grand jury had 
found evidence of corrupt practices, 
but because of political influence re- 
turned no indictments. There was 
also agitation at that time for a 
commission form of govenment 
in 


Indianapolis, and the backers 
of 


this legislation had in mind saving 
Duvall's office for him. Regardless of 
those facts which were known 
to 


the legislators, the bill was made a 
law. 


The same influences that have re- 


tarded the investigation of charges 
of political corruption were back of 
the movement to enact this statute. 
But gradually the eyes of the people 
of Indiana are being opened to 
tht 


true conditions. Many things have 
happened, since the corruption ac- 
cusation was made a year ago, to 
.justify those who pushed the 
in- 


quiry. 


Mayor Duvall's indictment 
and 


i uiiviction will strengthen the cause 
of justice and the Marion County 
grand jury, which recently returned 
four indictments, may resume 
its 


inquiry with the assurance that pub- 
lic opinion will be much stronger for 
going to the bottom of the mess.

NO JURISDICTION, CLAIM 


Indianapolis, Sept. 
23—<U.RH-A 


motion to have the Indiana supreme 
•court dismiss a recent motion 
of 


Attorney General Arthur L. Gilliotn 
to increase the sentence of Edward 
S. Shmnakcr, superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League, was before that 
court today. 


Shumaker, who was convicted of 


contempt of court some time ago, 
yesterday filed .the motion on the 
ground that Gilliom's request is un- 
constituional and that the court has 
no jurisdiction. 


It pointed out that Gilliom's peti- 


tion, if granted, would place Shu- 
maker in jeopardy twice for 
the 


same offense, and 
that Gitliom's 


more is an effort to supplement the 
original action with an issue not 
"constituting any part of the alleged 
offense." 


It also holds the court has 
no 


jurisdiction because judgement al- 
ready has been rendered, and that 
the move is an attempt to abridge 
Shumaker's privileges and immuni- 
ties as a citizen without due process 
of law. 


Shumaker was sentenced to 60 


days at the Indiana state farm and 
fined $250 by the supreme court sev- 
eral weeks ago when found guilty 
of contempt in a divided opinion. 
The action was 'based on information 
filed by Giiliom over a year 'and a 
half ago, in -which it was charged 
Shumaker, Ethan A. Miles and Jesse 
A. Martin, attorneys for the league, 
were responsible for contemptuous 
statements about members of the 
supreme court in Shumaker's annual 
report to trustees of the league. 


The attorney, generals request that 


the court increase Slruunaker's sen- 
tence was made immediately after 
publication last week of correspon- 
dence between Sen. James E. Wat- 
son and Shumaker and statements 
by Shumaker and Sen. Arthur 
R. 


Robinson, 
which 
Giiliom 
claims 


shows an attempt on Shumaker's 
part to unduly influence the decision 
of the court.
